(iii) To consider any other matter relevant to the Wel- 
fare of iron ore mines workers under the Iron Ore 
Mines Labour Welfare Fund. 

4. The life of the Board will be for a period of three years 
or till such time as a Joint Board for Iron Ore & Manganese 
Ore Mines Labour Welfare Fund is constituted whichever is 
earlier. The Board will meet at such place and at *uch inter- 
val as it may consider necessary.
